ushered out of Logan county by dep- 
uty sheriffs, went to Philadelphia to 
confer with John L. Lewis, president 
of the organization. 


A miner from Logan county said 


that Bittner had told him while in 
Logan that the Pennsylvania strike 
could not be a success without halt- 
ing the growing output from the non- 
union fields of Southern West Vir- 
ginia. 


Plan to Organise.

The 
great minds of all time have been 
keenly alive to the importance ot 
the child. 
Dr. Schumacher in an 


Impressive manner gave the outline 
of Victor Hugo's "Ninety-three," in 
which 
three 
little 
children with 


nothing 
in the 
world but their 


names, still stand as the great issue 
between monarchy and democracy. 
Jesus Christ emphasized the Import- 
ance of the little 
child 
when He 


said, "Suffer little,children to come 
unto Me. and forbid, them not, for 
such is the 
kingdom of heaven;'* 


and again, "Unless ye become as a 
little child ye shall in no wise enter 
the kingdom of heaven." 


A Child's Greatest Inheritance. 
Then taking up the subject of in- 


heritances. 
Dr. 
Schumacher said 


that the child who inherits any- 
thing does not come into that in- 
heritance of his 
own 
until after 


his or her majority, that is, until 
trained sufficiently to know how to 
use the same. 


The greatest inheritance that any 


child can come into is priceless and 
beautiful and we call it civilization, 
an effort toward the perfection of 
life. 
And the ideals of civilization 


are beauty, goodness, truth, all a 
part of the great inheritance. He 
urged upon those present when they 
found anything beautiful In litera- 
ture to call the child's attention to 
that prose or poem, and cited LAS 
Miserables 
as 
picturing the moat 


saintly life in secular literature and 
quoted the bishop's words to Jean 
val Jean, "Remember, you belong to 
good, not to evil."
